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Goat Herds for Reserves 


A new development on Indian Reserves 
has been the introduction of goat herding 
-swhich represents an attempt by the 
‘Indian Affairs Branch of the Department 
of Mines and Resources to provide the 
Indians with an adequate milk supply so 
that they may enjoy 2 balanced diet. The 
introduction of goats and the use of goats’ 
milk have achieved remarkable results and 
the herds established by the department 
at Golden Lake and Spanish in Ontario 
have increased to such numbers. that 
animals from these herds have been sent 
to other reserves for the extension of this 
work. A survey prior. to the introduction 
of goats shown: that on reserves where 
dairying not yet become established, 
there had been a serious lack of the essen- 
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* products. 

.The goats in the Golden Lake and 
Spanish herds give under favorable condi- 
tions a gallon of milk a day for mature 
goats. One of the appeals of the goat 1s 
that it is comparatively. easy to raise ,re- 
quiring about one fifth of the feed a cow 
requires. Many herders consider goats 
are immune to all known human ailments 
and the milk has been known to remain 
fresh and free from contamination for 
long periods. axis : 

Young male goats can be killed for 
meat, the skins tanned by the Indians and 
used in making windbreakers, gloves and 
moccasins.

Black Market Sales 
May Force Reduction 
In Gasoline Rations 


Washington, April 20 — (AP) — 
Congress was told by Shad Poller, 
an Office of Price Administration 
official, today that with “hot” C 
coupons bringing 50 cents each and 
illegal transactions off an 
estimated 2,500,000 gallons daily, 
black market operations soon may 
force a reduction in civilian gaso- 
line rations in the United States. 
“The black market in gasoline is 
already dangerous,” Mr. Poller’s 
memorandum said, “but if allowed 
to grow it will become a serious 
threat to the whole war effort.” 
The 2,500,000 gallons of gasoline 
which Mr. Poller said is the daily 
“tribute” to “the thieves and coun- 
terfelters who steal, print and sell 
gasoline coupons and to the chisel- 
ers who buy them or buy gas with- 
out coupons” would increase “A” 
rations by 30 miles a month or boost 
the top limit for “B” rations from 
the present ceilings of 325-475 miles 
to an estimated 700 miles monthly 
for business drivers,

Bataan-in-Reverse Stage 

‘From the United States from Admiral 
King comes the encouraging word that 
the United States fieet is ready to “travel 
far and fast to victory” and that ‘‘the en- 
‘circlement of Germany is within sight.” 
His remarks on Monday were’also evidence 
that the Republic is thoroughly alert to 
the need for preparedness as he warned 
that the low ebb of American naval power 
in 1927 must never be repeated. 

From Pearl. Harbor it is a long step 
upward through stage after stage of 
growth of American power and through 
Measures which have strengthened the 
might of the United States and British 
armed forces. ; ‘ 

The change which has come. since the 
time of Pearl Harbor is vast. In the words 
of the Admiral, the Pacific presents “a 
situation which must be as dark and 
threatening to Japan as it is full of 
promise to us.” 5 

‘Things do not come’ singly now in the 
victorious progress of Allied ' power in the 
East.

Russia and 
the Allies will co-operate in the crush- 
ing of Hitler’s legions and bring about the

Half a million German forces 
have:been killed or captured and a vast 
quantity of booty taken by. the Russians 
in less than two months’ time on the lower 
Russian front without counting in the 
Crimean campaign. 310,000:square miles 
in territory has. been retaken from the 
Germans and 65,000 localitfes are 
recovered, 3 : 

Germans, it has been pointed out, have 
not been able to stem the Red attacks by 
counter-blows. Russian offensives have 
been a surprise to the Germans. 

Germany has not only had to face 
failure in colossal defeats on the field of 
battle but she has also to admit as failures 
all her attempts to sow discord between 
the rest of the Allies and Russia. But the 
United Nations will not be led away from 
the real object which is to crush Germany. 
And so Russia, along with Britain, France 
and the other Allies, will co-operate to the 
fullest extent in the crowning and climax- 
ing victories of this war which will be the 
elimination of Hitlerite power and the 
triumph over warlike aggressive Germany. 
Germans liked to embrace the thought 
that they might be able to sow discord 
among the Allies but at no time has there 
been the faintest sign of such as all the 
powers are united to strike down ‘Nazism. 
Germans liked to think that possibly the 
Russians might be prevented from passing 
over the Russian border but they know 
today that the Russians are on Axis 
satellite soil and they - may assuredly 
expect that the Russians will be with the 
Western Allies within Germany when the 
knock-out blow is given. Tuesday’s 
Russian statement makes that clear. Once 
again Goebbels and his tribe of propa- 

- gandists have failed.
